very things he said wonld prove danger- 
ous to the business of the country.

OTJH CNFOHTUNATE FINANCIAL PLIGHT. 


Our unfortunate financial plight Is not the re- 


sult of untoward events nor of conditions re- 
lated to our natural resources; nor Is it tracea- 
ble to any of the afflictions which frequently 
check national growth nnd prosperity. With 
plenteous crops, with abundant promise of re- 
munerative production and manufacture, with 
unusual Invitation to safe investment and with 
satisfactory assurance to business enterprise, 
suddenly 
financial 
distrust 
and 
fear 


have 
sprung 
up 
on 
every 
side. 


Numerous 
moneyed 
institutions 
have 


suspended 
because abundant assets wore 


not Immediately available to meet tbe demands 
of frlffhtened depositors. Surviving corpora- 
tions and IndivMOals are content to keep in 
hand the money they are usually anxiuua to 
loan, and those engaged in legitimate business 
uro surprised to tlnd that the securities they 
offer for loans, though heretofore satisfactory, 
are no longer accepted. Values, supposed to- 
be llxed, are fast becoming conjectural, and 
loss and failure have invaded every branch of 
business, 


THE SOCRCBOP IHSfc'RUBT, 


I believe these things arc principally charge- 


able to congressional legislation touching tbe 
purchase and coinafto of silver by the general 
government. This legislation is embodied In 
a statute passed on the 14th day of July, 1890, 
which was the culmination of much ngifmiou 
ou the BUblect involve'!, and which may bo 
considered a iruce, after u long struggle, be- 
tween tlto advocates of free silver coinage 
uiid those intending to be more conservative. 


A DISAPPOINTING MBSULT. 


Undoubtedly the monthly purchases by the 


government of 4,500,000 ounces of silver, en- 
forced under that statute, were regarded by 
those interested In silver production as a cer- 
tain guaranty of its increase In price. The re- 
sult, however, has been entirely different, for 
immediately following a spasmodic and slight 
rise, the price of silver begun to fall after the 
passage of the act, and has since reached the 
lowest point ever known. This disappointing 
result has led to renewed and persistent effort 
In the direction of free silver coinage. 


EVIL EFFECTS ACCUMULATING. 


Meanwhile, not only are tho evil effects of tho 


operation of the present law constantly accu- 
mulating, but the result to which Its execution 
must inevitably lead is becoming palpable to 
all who give tho least hrnd to llnancial sub- 
jects. This law provides that in payment for 
the 4,500,000 ounces of sliver bullion, which tho 
sflorottiry of the treasury in commanded to pur- 
chase monthly, there ahii'i be issued treasury 
notes redeemable on demand in gold qr silver 
coin, at the discretion of the secretary of the 
treasury, and that said notes may be reissued. 


NO DISCHETION LEFT TIIK SECHETAHY. 


It is. however, declared 111 the act to bo "tho 


established policy ot tlio United States to 
maintain the two metals on a parity with each 
other upon tho present legal ratio or such ratio 
as may bo provided by law." This declaration 
so controls tho action of tho secretary of the 
treasury as to prevent him exercising »he dis- 
cretion nominally vested in him, if by such 
action the parity between, gold and silver 
may bo disturbed. Manifestly u refusal by 
the secretary to pay these treasury notes 
in gold, if demanded, would necessarily result 
in their discredit and depreciation as obliga- 
tions payable only In silver, mxl would destroy 
the parity between the two mo Luis by establish- 
ing a discrimination in favor of gold. 


THE GOLD DHA1N EXPLAINED. 


Up to the tirionnth day of July. 1893, these 


notes had been Issued In payment of silver 
bullion purchfiscs to the amount of more than 
HU-wiVKM. Wbilo nil 
but 
a 
very small 


quantity of this bullion remains uncoined and 
without usefulness in the treasury, many of 
tlte notfH given In its purchase have been paid 
In cfikl. This is H lustra ted by the state- 
ment Umt between the 1st day of May ISO

and tlio I5t!i day of July, 189.1, tho notes of 
this kind Issued la payment, for silver bullion 
amounted to a Httlo more than ifm,000,000, and 
that during thd same period about (M9,000,000 
were paid out in gold for tho redemption of 
such uoUis. 


THE COLD RESERVE N»1T SPARED, 


The policy necessarily adopted of paying 


these notes in gold has not spared tho gold re- 
serve of $100,000.000 long ago set aside by tho 
govcrnm cut for the redemption of other notes 
for this fund 1ms already been subjected to 
the payment, of new obligations amounting to 
about 11110,000,000 on account of attver pur- 
chuses, and as a consequence has, for the first 
ttmo since Its creation, been encroached upon 
Wo have thus made the depletion of our gold 
eftsy, and have enabled other nnd more appre- 
ciative nations to add it to their Block 
That the opportunity we have offered has not 
been neglected is shown by the largo amounts 
of gold which have been recently drawn from 
our treasury and exported to increase the 
financial strength of foreign nations, 


EXPORTS AKD IMPORTS OF GOLD. 


The excess of exports of gold over its imports 


for tha year ending June 30, 1803. amounted to 
more than $87,500,000. Between tho first day of 
July, 1800, and the fifteenth day of July 1893 
the gold coin anfl bullion In our treasury de- 
creased more than 8132,000,000, while during 
thf=.siime period tho silver coin and bullion In 
th»! treasury increased more than 1147,000,000.

EKTITLfiD TO A SOUND A2TO STABLE 0CRBEKOT. 


The people of the United States are entitled 


to a sound and stable currency, and to poney 
recognized as such on every exchange and In 
every market of the world. Their., government 
has no right to injure them toy financial experi- 
ments opposed to the policy and practice of 
other civilized states nor, .la It justified in per- 
mitting an exaggerated aad unreaaonble re- 
liance In our national strength and ability to 
jeopardize the soundness of the people's 
money. 


ABOVE THE PLANE OF PABTT POLITICS. 


This matter rises above the plane ot party 
politics. It vitally concerns every business 
and calling, and enters every household in tho 
land. There is one Important aspect ol tbe 
subject which especially should never J» over- 
looked. At times like the present, when the 
evils of unsound finance threaten us, the 
speculator may anticipate a harvest gath- 
ered 
from 
the 
misfortune 
of others, 


the capitalist may protect himself by hoarding 
or may even find profit in the fluctuation of 
values; but the wage-earner—the first to be In- 
jured by a depreciated currency and the last to 
receive the benefit of its correction—is practi- 
cally defenseless. He relies for work upon the 
ventures of confident and contented capital. 
This falling him, his condition Is without al- 
leviation, for he can neither prey on the mis- 
fortunes of others nor hoard his labor. 


PERTINENT WORDS. 


One of the greatest statesmen our country 


has known, speaking more than fifty years 
ago when a derangement of the currency had 
caused commercial distress, said: "The very 
man of all others who has the deepest Interest 
In a sound currency, and who suffers most by 
mischievous legislation in money matters, is 
the 
mau who earns his dally bread by 


his daily toil." These worda are .as pertinent 
now as on the day they 
were utter- 


ed, and ought to impressively remind us that a 
lallure in the discharge of our duty "at this time 
must especially injure those of our countrymen 
who labor, and who, because of their number 
and condition, are entitled to the most watch- 
ful care of their government. 


THE DUTY OF CONGRESS. 


It is of the utmost importance that such re- 


lief as congress can afford In the existing situ- 
ation bo afforded at once. The maxim: "He 
gives twice who gives quickly," is directly ap- 
plicable. It may bo true that the embarrass- 
ments from which the business of the country

August will be a meteoric month, and 


tbe heavens will be dotted with these 
astronomical pyrotechnics. 


The astronomical event ot greatest 


popular interest ibis month will be tbe 
meteoric display which will be seen in 
all its gorgaonaneat', it the heavens be 
clear, on tbe nights ot the 9th, 10th and 
llth. 


Meteors or "/ailing stars" may be seen 


on any clear night m tbe year if the eky 
i] watched closely for halt an boor or an 
lour, but at certain times the number of 
which come into view are much greater 
ihan on the average nights. Thus from 
the 8th or 9th to the 12th or 13th of Au- 
gust, and from the !Kh or 10th to the 


14th 
or lOlh ot November mnoh more of 


Lhem may be seen than at any other time 
in the year, although in some years nota- 
ble displays have taken place around 
November 27. Meteors range in size 
from minute bodies no larger than mar- 
bles to masses of several tons in weight, 
the latter of which, however, are called 
meteoroids or aerolites 
These are sel- 


dom seen. In general the meteors are 
very small bodies and are destroyed be- 
fore reaching the earth, but the aerolites, 
when they appear, fall to the ground.
